This street 
runs directly from the north side of SeoUays Build- 
ing fo Dock Square, by the lower end of Washington 
Street, and is occupied mainly with the publishing 
houses of the Massachusetts Bible Society, Sunday 
Sclujol Union, New-England Universaliat Publishing 
House, Methodist Book Concern, American Education 
Society, Home and Foreign Missionary Rooms, Massa- 
chusetts Sabbath School and kindred Associations, 
Religious Newspaper offices, Zion's Herald, Boston 
Recorder, Congregationalist, numerous Bookst^res^ 
Sunday School Depository, Trumpet Office, KandS 
Avery's, and other Printing and Publishing Estabhsh- 
ments of prominence, while two or three of the 
most extensive and elegant Furniture Warehouses in 
town are also found in this thoroughfare. The friends 
of the MisMonary cause, and of Sabbath Schools.

The interior eoutaios apartments 
for the Mayor and Aldermen, Common Council, sev- 
eral Court Kooms, and the offices of other city officials, 
and is a triumph in modem architecture, as well for 
its classical beauty and economy, as for its convenience 
and substantial character. Upon the left of the front 
entrance, on its ornamental pedestal, stands the bronze 
statue of FranUin, a superior and interesting work 
of art. Directly opposite City Hall, is the world-tamed 



Parker House, School Street, 
An elegant edifice, of pure white marble, and one of 
tbe foremost hotels in this country. The " Parker 
House " is too well known to need a single word in its 
commendation. It is conducted upon the European 
plan, is lavishly furnished, is an establishment ot the 
very first class, in its way, and we simply direct the 
stranger in Boston where it stands, assured, that, when 
once he visits this fine house, he will not soon for^t 
its location, or the princely management and hospi- 
tality of its long-time conductors. Just below, oppo- 
site thb bou^, IS Nitea' Block, a. large and handsome 
building, containing numerous lawyers' offices. Op- 
posite is a large freestone building, the BoBttin Five- 
Cents Savings Bank, one of the most successful Insti- 
tutions of the kind in the city ; and just below, on 
the same side is the UniversEilist CSiiirch (formerly

Tremont House, 

Another fine granite hotel, of the first class, for more 
than thirty years the resort of the Son mvanls of this 
and foreign countries, and still keeping up its well- 
earned reputation as one of the leading hotelfl in 
America. Directly opposite this fine puhlEc house, on 
Tremont Street (upon the site of the old Tremont 
Theatre), stands 

Tremont Temple, 
A large treestone-front edifice, in which ia the great 
hall (capable of accommodating 3000 persons) used 
for devotional and ather public services, parts of the 
building being occupied by the " Young Men's Ckm- 
tian Association" and sundry other offices, above, while 
underneath (entrance from Tremont Street), is the 
lesaer hall, known as the "Meionion," also used for 
public lectures, exhibitions, &c. Still on the left, front- 
mg upon Tremont Street, beyond the " Temple," is 
erected (in 1865) on the site of the late " Montgom- 
ery House," the beautiful structure known as the new 

Horticultural Euilding. 

This superb piece of architecture was built by the 
"Massachusetts Horticultural Society," and is, perhaps.

That spacious and beautiful park, of the attractions 
of whicD Bostonians are so justly and so laudably 
proud. Its walks are flanked by grateful shade-trees ; 
in the ancient " Frog Pond" there is established a 
splendid fountain; near by stands the famous " Old 
Elm," which lias, as yet, bravely withstood the winds 
and storms of more than two centuries, though a few 
year.i since it was partially shattered. The broad 
and beautiful malls, on all sides, are most inviting to 
tho pedcEtrian ; and all classes, in summer or winter, 
here, at will, enjoy the pleasant shadows and invigor- 
ating breezes without let or hindrance, so long as they 
obey tho oft-occurring mandate of policeman and sign- 
board to "Keep off tdb Grass."

out. The tost of this structure was about a quarter 
of a million of dollars. It baa now been completed 
and in operation about ten years ; and tho library 
contains 125,000 volnmes, from which, without charge, 
one book per day can be had by the residents of Bos- 
ton, upon complying with the simple " Rules " of the in- 
stitution. The architecture of the Boston Library ie 
yery chaste ; and a visit to the building'will gratify 
every lover of the beautiful in art and literature. 

The New Masonic Temple, &e. 
Leaving the Public Library, and tumin" to the 
right we pass the ancient Burial Ground, at the south- 
easterly corner of the Common, and Hotel Peiham, at 
the corner of Tremont and Boylston Streets, and 
reach the site of the late " Winthrop House " (recently 
destroyed by fire), at the north-eaat«rIy corner of 
Tremont and Boylston Streets. This beautiful loca- 
tion is now owned by the Massachusetts Grand Lodge 
of Masons, upon which is to be erected, at once, a 
magnificent Temple, t« he devoted to the uses of the 
Grand Lodge, Encampments, Chapters, and Lodges 
of the Masonic Fraternity of the State ; and which, 
when completed, will be the most superb specimen of 
architectural beauty and grandeur in this Common- 
wealth. From this point, proceeding down the east- 
erly mall of the Common, we pass along

A long range of handsome four-story briek dwellings, 
twenty-four in number (built in 181 1), which, in fonaer 
years, have been the quiet and beautiful homes of 
many of the wealthy residents of Boston; but which, 
upon this street, at the present writing, are fast giving 
way, block by block, to the " march of improvement " 
and, with the horse-cars in front, and the numerous 
stores that are now being established here, almost from 
month to month, this hitherto sedate and handsome 
neighborhood ia being rapidly converted into what, in 
a few years at farthest, must prove one of the busiest 
and noisiest thoroughfares in the heart of the city. 
Approaching the head of Winter Street, we observe 

St. Paul's Church, 

Facing the Common, between Winter and West 
Streets. This edifice was finished in 1820, and ia 
built of gray granite, Grecian in style, of the Ionic 
order, ft is 112 feet long, by 72 wide, and about 40 
feet high. A handsome columned portico, 33 feet 
high, graces its front, the pillars being of Potomac 
sandstone. It is furnished with a fine organ, of supe- 
rior tone ; and beneath its floor are several tombs, so 
admirably constructed as to obviate all objections to 
the interring of the dead beneath the church. This is a 
classical structure that has withstood the test of time,

Passmg this point into Oon- 
greL Street, a few steps takes you to the pubhshing 
offices of the " Boston Post," and the "Evening 
CouniERi" and a little further down, will Iw! found 
the ever popular weeklies, '' Flag of our Union, 
"AmerkanUnion," and ''Yankee Blade." Bai-k to 
State Street, and below, are ranged the several city 
banks, insurance office., &o. ; anJ ■>" t>i«-,K'^«, '.'f 
of this street, between Congress and Kilby Streets, 
stands the 

Boston Exchange Building, 
A large and substantial granite structure, finished 
titrot.iv tlii-pp vears an-0, and at present occupied by 

DEPARTIIEBT- ,he - B O S T N P O S T 
OFFICE," iin office for the sale of Internal Kevenue 
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and other Stamps, a large and well-supplied newspaper 
depot (Howard's), and above or below, sundry busi. 
neas, exchange, insurance, and other offices. The 
I IREASUHY is on the Second floor Over tho Post- 
i Office. The Post-Ofpice may be reached from 
I (state Street, and also from Conjiress Street. A 
"Ladies' Departmeot," from whicb only letters ad- 
dressed to the gentler sex are delivered, is, to females, 
a great convenience here. The building is a cosily 
one, and the Exchange is one of the " institutions " of 
Hostoii. Passing down this fine broad avenue (orini- 
naUy called King-sivect, and memorable for t^e 
"Kin^-btraet alaughter" of the Revolution), at (he 
foot of State Street, we reach 

The Boston Cuatom-House. 
This is another immense granite structure, erected 
by the United-Slates Government, and completed 
eome fifteen years since, for the use and c-onvenienee 
of the United-States Sub-Treasurer, the Collector 
Naval Officer, Surveyor! and subordinates of the 
" Di.«rict of Boston and Charleetown." It is a lar<^ 
and imposing building, from the roof of which stran- 
gers can obtain a fine view of the harbor and bay in 
a clear day. Visitors to this building, which Is wor- 
thy of examination, are uniformly treated with cour- 
tesy and attention by the officials there, — always pro- 
vided that Ihey are not in search of an appointment 
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in the Customs ; a fact worth remembering. East- 
ward, from this point and vicinity, run out 

j The Great Wharves 

Of the city, — Long; Wharf, Central Wharf, India 
Wharf, Commeitial Wharf, &c. These wharves are 
occupied with fine rows of granite and other whol&r 
sale stores in the shipping, wool, grocery, India, Chi- 
nese, West Indies, and other foreign trades ; and from 
these wharves (as will be seen in our future pages), 
at stated times, fine SxEAMEBa sail for Portland, the 
Brilish Promnees, maA elsewhere, conveying passen- 
rrers and freight. Passing northward, from tJie Cuatom- 
Ilouse, a abort distance along Commercial Street, 
brings us to the lower end of 

Quiacy Market, 

A lonn rani-e of granite, running over five hundred 
feet from Merchants' Row (front) to Commerciat 
Street (rear), flanlted on either side by Nortli and 
South Market Streets. This fine market (tliougli 
deemed to some extent a "monopoly") is the beat 
building for its uses in the United States ; and, as a 
markct-liouse where every thing desirable and season- 
able is 10 be obtained, it has no equal, short of the 
noted good markets of Philadelnhia. Over the whole, 
is a continuous hall, 520 feet long. The stranger in 
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Boston will ccrtaiDly not fail to take a walk through 
this Boston " institution." Direetly opposite the front 
of this building, on Merchants' Row, stands our ven- 
erable " Craiile of Liberty " — 



Fanueil Hall. 

This structure octupies properly what is called 
" Fanueil-hall Square." Its front entrance, however 
is upon Merchants' Row (east). This estate ig built 
of britk, square in form, is surmounted by a low cu- 
pola, or spire, with a gilded grasshopper for a vane, 
and IS lighted upon all sides from small but numerous 
windows. It was a gift from Peter Faneuil to the loam 
of Boston, and is under the control of the City Gov- 
ernment. The main hall contains some fine paintinos 
and portraits of distinguished Americana, and is useil 
for political gatherings, public meetings, occasional 
exiiibiliona, Sec, while the lower atorj is now used for 
a market-house,— a rival for the " Qniscy," bcyonil. 
A short distance beyond these dtes, passing on through 
Elm Street to Hanover, strangera will reach the 
American House. The widening of Hanover Street, 
with ahcrations and improvementa made kat year, 
place (his Hotel on a par with any in the country. 
It contains a Passenger Elevator, with ail the con- 
veniences to bo desired. Headquarters of the Boot, 
Shoe, and Leather Trade. 
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Brattle-Street Church, 
An ancient edifice of brick, memorable in the Revo- 
lution Durin" the evacuation of Boston by the Brit- 
ish trooDS a eaiinon-ball, fired from our guns at Cam- 
bridge, cbanced to strike the brick wall over the front 
doo^ay of this church, the "round shot" falling 
below, where it was secured the next day, and was at- 
terwards placed in the wall, where it now remains a 
fixture. This fine old chur'.h has, at different times, 
been presided over by Hon. Edward Everett, Rev. 
fcCer,&c..aJlatterlybyRev.S.K.Lathrop. 
In the rear of this church, on Brattle Street, la the 
City Hotel. Opposite, at the corner of Brattlo Square 
(so called), is the 

Quincy House. 

A moderate-priced and excellent hotel, which is 

always well filled with aueata from the towns near and 

around Boston. Up Brattle fatreet, on the nght, 

above the Quincy liouse, are located several very 

2ood " Restaurants for Ladies and Gentlemen tarry- 

fni- temporarily in town ; and a short distance beyond, 

we arrive once more at our original starting-place,— 

"Scoilay'8 Building," — near the head of Brattle, on 

Court Street and Tremont Row. I^k.nf( rfoa-n 

I Court Street now, from this point, on the ri-jht is the 

I aplendid ornamental, iron-front building of the 
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Adams Express Company, 
These premisea were purchased by fLIs ponular 
Company, eai'lj- in 1865, for a quarter of a million of 
dollars ; and the establishment was removed from its 
old and eontraeteil quarters, formerly oij Waslilngton 
btreet, to this spacious and admirable location on 
Court Street, where the lower rooms were at once 
remodelled, and arranged in excellent taste for the 
tonvenienee of the immense business at present trans- 
acted by this well-Icnown Express. Directly beyond 
this bmlding, stands the Suffolk 

Comity Court-Houee, 

Still another granite square, in which are at present 
held the United-States, the State, County. Cfty, Po- 
lice, and Probate Courts. This structure is one hun- 
dred and eighty-five feet long, by about fifty feet wide, 
occupying the space between the two entrances of 
Court Square, out of Court Street In the basement 
IS the City Lock-up. known as the " Tombs." In the 
rear of the Court House are the offices occupied by 
the buffblk-County Register, and on the left fin 
Court Square), stands " Massachusetis Block" and 
"Barrmen' HaU," two large brick buildings filled 
with lawyers' offices, the "Hancnck Home," &c. ; while 
upon the lower floor of these ranjrcs are found the 
Express Offices of Wells , Fargo & Co., Cheney & Co., 
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Fisk & Rice, New-Bedford Express, and 

minor establishments, in this line. Beyond the Court 

House, down Court, towards Washington Street, ia 

7he Sears Buildii^, 

An elegant edifice, built of Tuckahoe marble, white 
and nray, mixed together. It is of the Italian Gothic 
style, four stories besides basement, eighty feet high, 
andcoTers 11,000 feet of land, one hundred andfirty 
feet on Court, and fifty-five on Washington Street. 
It is occupied by Banks, Insurance ofiices, Treasurers 
of Corporations, and the Trustees of the Scars 
Estate. This ia one of the most imposing edifices 
erected in the business portion of the city, and ia a i 
littino- monument to the memory of the man whose 
name it bears. : 

Ketuming ag^n to SeoUay's Building (where all ! 
the horse-cara centre on arrivinsat the end of their ; 
respeetivc routes from Roxbury, Charlestown, &c.), we 
will now conduct the visiter icestoarrf. Leaving the 
horse-cars station, we pass along the " Tremont Kow" 
of fine dry-goods, millinery, and other stores, to oppo- 
site the head of Hanover Street, where is established 
Che splendid and spacious 

Saloon of Charles Copeland, 
No. 4 Tremont Row. This elegant Confectionery Store 
ia fitted up in the most inviting and expensive modern 
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stjle, and is both capacious, and amply filled, with all 
Uie lielicacies that can t«mpt or graljfy the appetite. 
An admirably conducted resiuurant ia one of its chief 
features; and its popularity is evident from the con- 
stant attendance of its thousands of visitors, from town 
and country, who crowd the pleasantly-decorated and : 
superbly-appointed " Saloon," in the rear. Proceed- 
ing on through Tremont Row, we bear to the left, a 
few doora west of Copeland's, and enter Howard Street 
where we may readily find the pretty, dOsy, pleasant 

" Howard Athenteum," 
The coolest theatre in Eummer, and one of the snu". 
gest and warmest in winter, in Boston. The " Ho^ 
ard IS now in the full tide of success ; and ita boxes 
and seats are filled wilt discriminating audiences who 
can appreciate good acting, and continuous effort to 
please. The management is at present in enterpris- 
ing hands, and the production there of a constant suc- 
cession of novelties entitles this establishment to its 
full share of popular favor. Passing around to Court 
felreet again, and stiU westward, we shortly reai^h 
Bowdom Square, on the right of which is the " Cool- 
edge House, a massive granite hotel, and on the left, 
tronting the square, stands the iamous 

Be7ere House. 

This admirable hotel, from the start, Las been under 
the very best management, and is universally conced- 
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\ ed to be one of the leading public houses of thU 

\ country. It is spacious, elegantly appointed, and ita 

> table and attendance is altogether unexceptionable. 

\ Directly in front of this house, in the square, is the 

I terminus of the 

Horse Bailroad to Cambridge, &c. 

The cars upon this branch of the " Union Compa- 
ny," run every few minutes, westward; to Cambridge- 
port, Cambridge Colleges, Mount Auburn, Prospect 
Street, North Cambridge, .West Cambridge, Water- 
town, Brighton, Newton Comer, and East Cambridge, 
affording the visitor in Boston most excellent accom- 
modations of transit to many points de^rablc to be 
seen at trifling cost, and small loss of time. The cars 
for East Cambridge pass from Bowdoin Square through 
Green and Leverett Streets, over Crai^e's Bridge. 
Those running to the other points above named, pass 
through Cambridge Street, over Cambridge Bridge. 

The Weat End, Jail, &c. 

Among the points of interest at the westerly side 
of the city, distant half to three-quarters of a mile 
from Scollay's Building, is the Suffolk- County Jail,oji 
Charles Street, north of Cambridge Street, fronting 
upon the water. This imposing granite structure is 
spacious and substantial, and has been occupied but 
a few years. It b octagonal in form, with wings like 
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' those of Charlestown Prison ; botli being upon the plan 

f oftheAuburn,N.r., Prison. The buildings are fire- 

[ proof, beinft of stone, briek, and iron. This is quite a 

; formidable institution, and is under very excellent in- 

! tenor management. Above this location, at the bot- 

r torn of North Grove Street, ia erected the 

Massachusetts Medical College, 
Capable of accommodating about 300 students, and is 
a sort of branch of " Harvard" College. * It contiuns 
the fine " Warren Anatomical Cabinet," many excel- 
lent models, manikins, and other valuable sui^cal 
apparatus ; and a valuable medical library belongs to 
the college. The " laboratory " is memorable as the 
spot where Dr. Webster (a former professor in Har- 
vard University) had the fatal altercation with, re- 
sulting in the death of, Dr. Parkman of Boston. Just 
south of Cambridge Street, a few rods from the County 
Jail, b situated the 

Eye and Ear Infirmary, 

Occupying a brick building on Charles Street, sixty- 
five feet front by forty in depth, an institution devoted 
entirely to the benefit of the poor and unfortunate, 
and no fees are accepted for services or aid rendered 
in this excellent establishment. At the corner of 
Blossom, on Allen Street, a short distance from Cam- 
bridge Street, stands the 
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Massaohusetts Oeneral Hospital, • ! 

A large and fine structure of Cbelmsforcl granite, very j 

roomy, and embowered, within its lat^e enclosure, with I 

large trees, giving the whole premises an air of comfort I 
and very agreeable appearance from without. Over 

one hundred patients can be accommodated here at I 
a time. There are a few " free beds" (ao called) for 

the unfortunate, who are not able to pay for being . 
attended here; but as a rule the wards are occupied 

by those who have the means to defray the charges of i 

the institution. Country applicants may apijly in . 
writing ; other applications can he made, daily, in this 
morning, except in urgent cases of sudden accidents, 

&c,, when patients are at once admitted. Visitors ' 

are nol admitted inade, without special permits from , 

the Trustees. Along the fine from Cambridge Street j 

to Leverett Street, upon the water side, great im- I 

provementa have been made, latterly; and the "West ' 

End " can now boast of many fine houses and blocks , 
erected within a few years, greatly enhancing the 
value of property there. The cars from 

Chelaea, Cbarlestown, Maiden, &c., i 
Arrive at the Scoilay's-Building Station, and leave , 
that point, every few minutes, for Charlestown, Bunker 
Hill, and Smnerville; about every fifteen minutes for , 
Medford and Chelsea; and about every half hour for ' 
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Maiden, South Maiden, and Woodlawn. The Lynn

South-Boston Horse-Cars. 

The '^Broadway Line" of horse-cars runs from 
Scollay's Building down Cornbill, np Washington 
Street, turning off at Esaei Street, and passing through 
Beach, by the " Wokcester " and " Olq Colony " 
Railroiids, both going and returning. These cars are 
all clearly labelled " South Boston," and ■' Wor- 
cester " or " Old Colony " Depot ; and are a lery 
convenient means of conveyance lor persons, without 
heavy lu^age, from other parts of the city, to these , 

The XTnited States Hotel, j 

Located on Beach Street, near the Worcester, West- 
em, and Old Colony Halfway Stations, is one of tho 
largest and best hotels in Boston. Having been re- 
cently reflimished by its enterprising proprietors, the 
travcllins public can find no better home while visit- 
ing the city. 

The American House, Hanover Street, 
A very fine hotel, and one of the largest in this coun- 
try, kept by Lewis Rice, is located ou Hanover Street, '. 
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but a short distance from Scollay's Building, and 
sliould not be overlooked by the lovera of good enter- 
tainment, at reasonable eharges. From Court Street, 
northward, down Hanover, towards what is familiarly 
termed the " North End " of the city, the way b lined 
with dry-goods and fancy-goods stores, which are very 
liberally patronized, alwaj^, by strangera in Boston, 
from the feet, that, while the proprietors of these es- 
tablishments keep up goodly assortments and qualities 
of their varied goods, tbeir rents and current ex- 
penses are comparatively much less than are those of 
the move costly " up-town " stores; and they are thus 
able to sell their wares at such rates as always to draw 
crowds of patrons from abroad to this popular and 
busy "shopping" quarter. Strangers in Boston will ■ 
therefore find it to their interest to indulge in a walk 
through Hanover Street. 

The Old South Church, Milk Street, 
Fronts on Washington Street, at the corner of Milk 
Street, and may be reached from our atarting-place, 
down Court Street, turning to the richt, up Washing- 
ton Streets This famous old building has also a 
revolutionary histot^. The edifice is of brick, ample 
in dimensions, and its spire is one of the highest in 
the city. In this church the heroes of '76 held fre- 
quent meetings to confer upon the state of public 
affMrs, and to discuss with earnest zeal the arrogance

□e brief period, the interior 
of tlie " old South " waa converted inlo a riding- 
Bfhool for Burgoyne's troopers. In a, liouao whiuh 
formerly oecupied the lot nearly opposit* (on Milk 
Street), Ben Franklin is said to have been born ; a 
fact which is inscribed upon Che building now stand- 
ing on this reputed birth-place of the philosopher. 
Whatever doubts may exist as to the status of Ihis fa- 
mous printer and statesman, the stranger will noiv 
find nearly oppo5!tc, on Washington Street — former- 
ly " Milliken's " — 

The Parks House, 
now m charge of the Messrs. Eand ; who will he hap- 
py to receive visitors in Boston at their well-furnished 
tables, where strangers may feel assured of enjoying 
good eheer and comfortable quarters at all times. 

Up Washington Street, flanked upon either side 
with fine stores and showy buildings, a few rods be- 
yond the head of Milk Street, on the right, is the 
old Province-House estate, now occupied by

As the " Opera House " of that world-famous troupe 
of Ethiopian and Comic Minstrels. Few, if any, who 
have visited Boston from the intorior, in the past ten 
years, have tidied to witness one or more of the en- 
tertainments of this capital company ; and none who

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a reminder to go agfun. To those who may not have 
been so fortunate, wo will say in all candor, visit the 
" Opera House " of the Morris Troupe, upon your first 
opportunity, and you wiU thank the " Guide" for thia 
bint. They hold forth nightly to crowded, fashiona- 
ble, and enthusiastic audiences, who appreciate the 
varied talents of these unique and excellent artists. 

Music Hall, 
The lai^st and finest concert-room in New Eng-

Boston Highlasds are two and a half miles 
from tbe centre of Boston. It can be reached by the 
horae-cars, as we have already stated (as ean any of 
the cities or towns immetb'atly adjoining Boston); but, 
if the stranger will take a livery carriage, lie ivitl 
much better enjoy a driae through the suburbs. We 
will pass up Washinnton Street, and, just over the 
" line," turn off at the IJurial-ground, into testis Street, 
Thence, OTer Mount PJeasant (towards Dorchester), 
the roads are smooth and even, and the eye is contin- 
uously greeted with beautiful resideneea and eolta<;es, 
with their tasteful gardens, greenhouses, borders, and 
flower-plats. 

Pasamg over "Mount Pleasant," to the right, a few 
rods from Dorchester Brook, may be aeen the once 
elegant gardens of the late Hon, Samuel Walker, an 
old resident there, who, in a long life of general use- 
fulne^ exhibited a fine taste and a deep love for the 
beautiful in horticulture and floriculture.

And here we are, at the 
I entrance of this lovely retreat and (luict " home for 
the departed," having entered the wido smooth avenue 
leading to the cemetery from the westtriy approach. 
The gateway is formidable, at least one hundred and 
fifty feet in width, and we pass under the grand por- 
tico of Egyptian architectm*, and are within the lim- 
i^of tliese beautifullj' planned and decorated grounda. 
iTie cemetery is laid out with wide walks and ave- 
nues, running through and around and overvalo or 
dell or hill, in the most artistic and picturesque style; 
and lis rare natural scenery, worked up as it now is 
by the aid of art and good taste, renders this spot one of 
the loveliest, for its purposes, yet fashioned or im- 
proved by nature, or the hand of man. But the stran- 
ger must see tLuir beauties with his own eyes to ap- 
preciate them. We leave this lovely place, with its 
rich and costly monuments, its placid lakes and shad- 
owy groves, ifa stately trees and velvety lawns, its

lover of learning) to give up one-half of his estate 
towai-d the erettton of a college" — for the gralifiear 
tion vfe enjoy in looking upon this heautiful seat of 
education, and its superb sun'oundings. On, ag^n, 
by the tamons "Washington Elm," underneath yfhose 
shadow it is said George Washington first drew his 
sword in the Revolution ; by the "BralUe Home," be- 
voiid the village, but still among elegant country seats, 
Sne old dwellings, rith farms and garilens, past the 
''Hemiquarters of iVas/iingion," now occupied by the 
poet, Longfellow; on, a mile and a quarter, to 
" aiount Auburn," Watertown. 
This extensive and magnificent cemetery is noted 
as one of the leading objects of its kind in this eoun- 
tri', and it must be visited to be in anywise appreci- 
ated. It is about five miles from Scollay's Building, 
and is the property of the Massachusetts Horticultu- 
ral Society. It contains about a hundred acres of 
land, which is laid out in the most tasteful manner, 
and,with its lakes and hills, its mountains and dells, its 
noble trees, bold eminences, shady valleys, and variety 
of i-oads and paths, dotted all around with costly mon- 
uments of ever)- conceivable design, its su[ioib Gole- 
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v>ay. Its grateful Pvmp House, its massive and classic 
Chapel, its grand Tower (on the summit of the 
" mount"), from wbkh a rare view of the surrounding 
' country can be enjoyed; ita splendid "enclosures, 
and general location, as a whole, " Mount Aubcrn " 
baa lona been adcnowledged one of tbe finest cemete- 
ries in America. No stranger will fail to visit this spot, 
the beauties of which must be seen to be realized. If 
you so desire, a ride of a quarter of a mile down 
" Pond Street," opposite Mount Auburn,' will inl 
duce you to our famous 

"Presh Pond," 

A large sheet of water, surrounded by a splendid old 
forest, and at which there is a good hotel, much fre- 
quented by both citizens and strangers during the 
greater part of tbe year. If you choose to ride a mile 
or so farther into Waterlown, you will still find only 
the most excellent of roads, and can have an oppor- 
tunity to see the magnificent residences of that neijih- 
borhood, among the finest of which are the John P.

Tiie United-States Naval Depot of this vit;inity, which

The struc- 
tures occupy an elevated spot, deemed healthy and 
comfortable as a place of residence. The male and 
female patients are separated entirely from each other. 
Tlie piiee of board (at lowest) is fixed at three dollars. 
The ftiends of patients possessed of means pay higher 
rates. It ia a well-conducted institution, and has 
proved in every way successful. Returning to Bos- 
"on by cars again, we can now, if we please, drive out

To Medford,

Spot Pond, Stoneliain. 
Tlii3 is a inngnifiL^ent sheet of water, six miles 
from town, whose level is some eighty feet above the 
surrounding country, — a basin in the hills that flank 
the beautitul town of Melrose. The pond is dotted 
with islets, and along the easterly side are sever^ 
larne rough-stone mansiona of great beauty and high 
cost Along the road we now pass over, these fine 
estates are seen to advantage ; and as we enter the 
old forest on the easterly side of the pond, and turn 
eastward, we come upon 

Wyoming Dell, 
Just below Spot Pond, one of the quietest and most 
enchantini' spots in all Hew England, but one that ib 
as yet but little known. The vast old pines along this 
road stretth their umbrageous limbs entirely across 
the path overhead, and the forest through whith we 
drive into Melrose, and out upon the " liavine Koad 
(so called) below, is seemingly primeval in its growth. 
The passarre through the cool shadow of this dense 
"rave, or forest, is very grateful to the senses, and 
should be oftener enjoyed by the lovers of" Nature in 
her wilder mood," who may have the opportunity 
so to do. Thence, down iho quiet, hill-flanltcd " ra- 
vine '■ road, through Melrase, across the Boslon aud 
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JIaine Railroad, through Maiden Centre, over a spl 
did luvfl route ft^ain, aiTo«s Maiden Bridge to Charfes- 
lown, b,it-k to Boston, will be found a t-harming after- 
noon's trip, in a buggy or private carriage. 

Woodlawn Cemetery, 
If the stranger will start afresh with ua, once mc. ., 
the '-New Guide" will take him in its Goddard 
wagon over Charlestown BridM, through Chelsea, to 
Wood/awn Cemetery. The "New Guide's" horse U 
an " old pelter " upon these roads, and was purchased 

Ssars ago as "sound and kind, afraid of nothing." 
ut, old as he is, and kind as he is, he dislikes the 
"domniy ennine" upon the Lynn horse-car track; 
and so he njllingly turns aside (Saujus-ward) over 
Washington Avenue, awell-worn and level road; ami 
a. pleasant drive of four miles or so brings ua to the 

C!Way of the cemetery. (The reader can eo from 
ton in the horse-car if ho prefer it.) Vf^ have 
passed up Woodlawn Avenne, and find the gate-house, 
a pretty Gothic structure, fifty feet in width, arched 
over in the centre, and again on tlie sides. It ia a 
beautiful enclosure, kept in admirable condition, and 
contains many objects of interest to the visitor. 
Among (hem are the Eock Tower, built of rougfa 
stones, thirty feet high, from the top of which a fine 
view is obtained. A handsome pond, with fountains, 
lolly trees around it, and a neat arbor, graces the cen- 
tral portion.

After an agreeable and instructive 
stroll through the avenues and paths of these sacred 
grounds, we cross eastward, if inclined, and half a

dinner or supper with excellent gusto. At low tide, 
a fine ride up and down the beach will prove higlily 
beneficial to your health and spirits ; and after listen- 
ing an hour to Old Ocean's roar, you may return to 
town with the consciousness of having enjoyed one of 
the pleasantest drives accessible around Boston, or else- 
where. By cros«ng over to the turnpike, a pleasant 
ride of a few miles farther northward, through hand- 
some villages, and past many a cosy estate, brings us 
to Swampscotl, upon the seashore, — fi pretty and 
tastefully laid out place, dotted with fine dwellings, 
cottages, or villas, occupied in part as summer resi- 
dences by wealthy business men of Boston, and by 
families transiently during "the heated term." TJie 
sea-air at tins point, and at PhSlips' Beach, near by. 
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is higlily invigorating and healtiiful in the warmsea- 
' eoa. Another place of resort in this direction muet 
I not be forgotten, to wit: — 

Point Shirley. 

This place is located on the outer point of land, east 
of Chelsea, upon the edge of what is called the "gut," 
a narrow but deep channel in Boston harbor, directly 
abreast of Deer Island. The single hotel there is ad- 
mirably kept by 0. A. Taft, who maintains a most 
excellent house, and who understands bis profession 
thoroughly. He will provide you with a better game 
or fish dinner, on any summer day, than can bo ob- 
tained elsewhere in this State; and his place can be 
reached throufrh Chelsea, by the river road, io the 
omnibus from Maverick Square, or by private convey- 
ance over as fine a path as leads from Boston, six 
miles, in any direction. Returning from either of 
the last-described pointa, through Chelsea, the stranger 
may be edified if he visits the U. S. Hospital, in the 
latter city. A drive, via Chelsea and Lynn, 

To WahQut, 

Was, in former years, a denideralum to the stranffCr 
in Boston. Tlic fine large hotel upon the outer point 
of the peninsula was destroyed by fire, however, a 
few years since; and though the summer steamer plies 
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thither now, as of j-ore, tbe chief attraction ia wanting ; 
the land has fallen into private hands, and visitowto 
Nahant must now "circulate" around thcvillE^ 
" promiseuously." Still, there are many objects of 
notetobeeeen there, outside of the "private grounds" 
now fenced across at the outer point, and a splendid 
drive still remains, as of old, adown "Long Beach" 
and hack. The antient glory of " Nahant " proper 
has pretty much departed, however. 
Boston and New York "Shore Iiine Hail- 
way." 
The dep5t of this popular line to New York is at 
the foot of the Cotomon, Providence DepOt Building. 
Hiia short and quick route possesses a great ailvan- 
tage over the Interior Linbb, being free from ''«,'!

With ita namcroua handsome islands, is a pleasant 
point yi visit, in the proper season, for a day's sail and 
'' fishiDg, to those who enjoy this sort of pleasure. Ex- 
cursion steamers run down to the cuter light, and 
' auHmg these islands, daily, in summer time ; and the 
' trip is very enjoyable, and not expensive. Fort War- 
ren, the "Farm School " on Thompson's Island, House 
of Industry on Deer Island, the Hospital on lUins- 
! ford Island, Fovt Independence, Fort Winthrop, Cot- 
' emor's Island, Galloupe's Island (recently the rcndez- 
■ Y0U9 for enlisted troops), the light-houses, Minot'8 
I Ledge Light, the firewaters, Nix'a Mate, &c„ &c., are 
'■ all objects of interest to be seen during the day's 
i voyage; and, returning once more to the city, — the 
" New Guide " has no limits, at present, to enter into 
farther details.

This most excellent instituljon was estabKshed in 
Boston, and located in Charles Street, about seven 
years ago, but was subsequently removed t» 877 
Washington Street, where it is at present in opera- 
tion. _ It is a reformafory establishment fear unfortu- 
nate inebriates, to hundreds of whom it haa proved a 
ho?ae indeed. _ To many families, through t>ia influ- 
ence of this institution, husbands or fathers or sons 
have been happily restOTed, after a brief residence 
under the guidance and control of its worthy mana- 
gers. The late Joshua Bennett of this city loft in 
his will provision for donating the sum of $25,000 to 
the Home, which sum was recently paid over to the 
Directors by Mr. Bennett's two daughters and heira, 
and whlcli will prove a timely addition to the funds 
of tbe corporation. 

Statue of Hamilton. 

The handsome granite statue of Alexander Hamil- 
ton, standing upon the square in Commonwealth Av- 
enue (below the Public Garden), was executed at a 
?ost of some twenty thousand dollars, and wag the 
freegiftof^ThomasLee, Esq., to the City of Boston 
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Splendid broad avenne, and as a work of art will be 
appreciated by all good judges. 

Lunatio Hospital, Winthrop. 

The Boston Board of Directors of Public Initltu- 
tions, after having had under consideration for some 
time the establishment of a Lunatic Asylum in Suf- 
folk County; in Nov. 18G5 selected a site for this in- 
Btitution in the town of TFiViJA rop, and secured a bond 
of the farm of about a hundred and sijity acres, with 
certain privileges to the beach contiguous to the land, 
at about $150 per acre. A horse-railroad bas been 
chartered to run past the farm, and it is in contempla- 
tion to erect suitable buildings for tie purposes de- 
aired at an early day. 

Uasonic Hall, Cambridgeport. 

A handsome and substantial granite structure, built 
of the materials of the old " Custom-house Block," 
until recently standing at the lower end of Long 
Wharf, and which were removed for the pnrpose in 
18fi5, has been erected and finished in 1866 by J, W, 
Seaver for a Masonic Hall, in Main Street, Cam- 
bridgeport. The front is a hundred and fifty feet by 
fifty feet in d«)th, and the building is surmounted by 
a French roofi This is a great improvement to that 
portion of the city where it is located. It was dedi- 
cated to Masonic purposes in January, 1866.
